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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "48" has been used to designate both a product and an 
optical cell in Fig. 4d. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the method steps of 
the method and "transmitted luminescent and Raman scattering" must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
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is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

5. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is too lengthy. Correction 
is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 
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6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, part d. "the product" lacks proper antecedent basis. It is 
unclear which product is compared to the unknown product. 

Regarding claim 2, "the spectral band of probing radiation" and "the spectral 
band of analyzed radiation" lacks proper antecedent basis. Furthermore, it is unclear 
how the probing and analyzed radiation is functionally related to the rest of the 
invention. 

Regarding claim 9, "the container" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

Regarding claim 10, it is unclear what the scope the invention encompasses with 
the terms "any other products and/or materials, which contain components absorbing 
and/or emitting light radiation" as all materials in the universe meet such language. 

The other claims are indefinite based on their dependencies. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States.

9. Claims 1, 7, 8 and 10, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Selinfreund (U.S. Patent 6,232,124). 

Regarding claims 1, 7, 8 and 10, Selinfreund discloses (see Fig. 2) a method for 
authenticating products, comprising: sampling a representative series of randomly 
selected units of known products (40) from a homonymous lot of known products 
manufactured in a single production cycle (lot) from identical raw materials; obtaining 
transmitted luminescent (see col. 6, lines 25-28) and Raman scattering (see col. 6, lines 
35-40) values for the series of known products to produce a signature (fingerprint) for 
the known product; sampling an unknown product (46) to obtain transmitted 
luminescent and Raman scattering values for the unknown product to produce a 
signature for the unknown product; and comparing (50) the signature of the known 
product and the unknown product to determine if the unknown product is the same as 
the known product. The signature is inherently presented as a code that can be read in 
the database (44). Furthermore, since the database is computer readable, the code 
has to be a digital code. Selinfreund also discloses (see col. 7, lines 35-55) the known 
product is selected from foodstuffs, perfumes or pharmaceutics. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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1 1 . Claims 2-6 and 9, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Selinfreund in view of Schnell et al. (U.S. Patent 4,620,284). 

Regarding claims 2-6, Selinfreund discloses the claimed invention as set forth 
above. The unknown product is inherently packaged in a container. Selinfreund does 
not specifically disclose a transparent container. Schnell et al. teach (see Figs.) a 
similar method in which the unknown product is packaged in a transparent container 
(sample cell having a window or wave guide). Furthermore the type of container is a 
matter of design choice. Thus, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to provide a transparent container in the 
method of Selinfreund in view of Schnell et al. to more easily observe luminescent and 
Raman scattering from improved detection. 

Regarding claim 9, Selinfreund discloses the claimed invention as set forth 
above. Selinfreund does not specifically disclose the container having a card bearing 
the signature of the known product. However, encoding data onto a card and attaching 
the card onto a product is notoriously well known. It would have been obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide such a 
card in the method of Selinfreund in view of Schnell et al. to make the product more 
portable and distributable.
